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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-10 are pending in this action. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to a method of conducting a sealed offer auction comprising 
buyers posting listings, buyers receiving from sellers multiple sealed offerings containing 
detailed information about the items, the buyer can either accept an offer or make a counter-offer 
which the seller can accept or decline, the auction having a scheduled deadline, the buyer being 
responsible fort paying auction fees and sellers not being charged any fees, classified in class 
705, subclass 26. 

II. Claims 5-10, drawn to an apparatus for conducting a sealed offer auction 
comprising buyer terminal in communication with a controller, web pages displaying auction 
listings entered by buyer, seller terminals in communicating with controller which displays 
sellers' sealed offering according to time of entry, a time tracker to track offerings according to 
time of entry, an email system to notify parties of listings, offerings, counter-offers, acceptances 
and declines, a database to store information, and a check out system to allow sellers to enter and 
calculate total transaction amount, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
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and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the 
apparatus can be used to practice another and materially different process than that of invention 
I, such as one that specifically uses email to notify the buyers and sellers (in lieu of some other 
notification means such as web pages, telephone, or the like), one that stores information, and 
one that allows sellers to calculate total transaction amounts and deliver the individual sellers' 
contact information. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), and have acquired a separate 
status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
